Mr. VUXBZ JIMBIB2, his deputy on this mission, had 
beea charged with visiting other eoaatries te siga agreements 
with these eoaatries alee. 

Co— nder COST ABA reports that all conmuaist'»bloe 
eoaatries have agreed te purchase, during 1961, 4 aillioa teas 
of sagar at the gaaraateed price of 4 coats a peaad er the saw 
of 350 aillioa dollars which eaa serve for pur chat iag essential 
products, especially feed, durable consumers* goods, actor 
fuel aad supplies for equipment. 

The President of the latieaal Bank reports, as aa in- 
teresting novation, that each ef the socialist countries 
signed up for a specified quantity of sagar (the BSSB, 

3,700,000 tone | the other Bast Suropean countries, 300,000 teas) 
People's China, 1,000,000 teas). However, these sales will 
not be distributed pro rata, but ia coaforaity with a prograa 
which has beea foreseen by a aultilateral agreeaeat of pay- 
aeat. 


Cuba finds itself eoafroated with two entities. 

On the one hand, the socialist countries ef Burope aad Outer 
Mongolia. The (sugar) Supply for these countries is cleared 
through Moscow. (Hi the other hand, People's Chiaa with which 
exchanges will be effected by direct ceapeasatiea. 

Within the fraaework ef the new Siae-Cubaa Agreeaeat, 
People's Chiaa is opening up a long-term-60-nillion-dollar 
credit, without interest, payable ia 15 years or acre according 
to the ability of its partner to nake repayments. 

Commander GUEVARA, with his custoaary frankness, 
stresses that the aid given to Cuba by the European coaauaist 
bloc is exclusively of aa ideologic nature because these 
countries which produce a surplus of sugar, nevertheless, 
consented to nake purchases frea Cuba at a price far above 
the international rate as well as te agree ea a noaexpertatloa 
clause. 


On the other hand. People's Chiaa appears to be the 
ideal partner because its product ioa aad censuaptioa of sugar 
are ridiculously low) also, a domestic increase fron 2 to 10 kg. 
per capita would absorb Cuba's entire output*

In return, Chinn, under it* present state of pro- 
duction, is in n position to furnish consumers* goods and much** 
needed equipment to Cnbn nt low prices* 

Ssgetintiens by the Cuban mission nlso concerned 
agreements on technical assistance* la reality, these are 
offers, primarily from the socialist countries of Europe, for 
instruction courses* They have consented to receive a eertaia 
number of students t young engineers and, above all, technicians 
and specialists for political and professional training*

Bvoa though the figures quoted do not agree, it appears 
that Soviet Kuos in is granting one* third of the scholarships 
alloted to Cuba; Cseehos lovakia, 600 f Poland, 255 and Bast 
Germany, 600* 

la spite of language difficulties and other things. 
People's China will accept 200 specialists for a training 
period. 

Commander GUEVARA states that these periods of 
training would necessitate spending from 4 mouths to 5 years 
abroad* 


In return, the only thing that Cuba must do, 
according to agreements announced, is to receive 30 Chinese 
to deyelep rice culture* 

Of more immediate importance are the agreements 
for techaelegie assistance which stimulate, under control of 
the Eastern partners especially the Buseiaa and Cseehy, 
geologic surveys for oil, as well as surveys for producing 
power and exploiting nickel mines* Production of the latter 
being reserved to the countries of the Bast. It is primarily 
a question of the Men and Vicars mines, formerly American 
property* At first, until the means for refining and trans- 
forming (sic) them can be set up, the ores will be exported* 

The aid given by the new allies is to include a 
aineralogie survey to establish a smelting plant to be 
supplied by local ores to supplesieat already existing electric 
furnaces supplied by scrap iron* Their output is to be in- 
creased by additioa of new material ordered from the USSR. 

Investments for industrial construction will reach 
100 million pesos, utilising the credits foreseen by the MZKOTAV 



Agreement, oam ly, 27 million pesos intended, at tlia time, 
for goologio utrrtyt and limrti exploitation.

Commander GUETARA, who, wo should recall, is aa 
Ar goat talon, said that, aot being a aaabor of the Cob 1 not, 
his statoaoats arc not blading for the Government . 

XOvertheless , wo aast attach laportaacc to his ▼lows 
according to which the Cohan Covermnent will completely central 
all the activities of the country by October 1961 , and, tho«, 
will have pot a practical end to the capitalist system* 

Cnba*s entrance into the socialist system frees 
the coo a try of all intrigue fro* one side or the ether and 
thus, it pretends, that if its foreign trade has turned to 
the Bast through sympathy and necessity, the united States 
always has the option of talcing up the flow of business the 
aonent it consents to attribute to Cuba the contingent of 
sugar by the (next word illegible) and by the conditions fere* 
seen in the Sugar Act. In this case, it would be a question * 
of exchanges on the bases of equality, mutual interest and 
irrespective of all considerations referring to the past. 

Whether it is for this reason or to complicate the 
American position on the international seansf* it is true 
that the Russian communique which announced the results of 
MIldT AW* s (?) discussions emphasised that Soviet purchases 
would only be made if the Americans persisted in their refusal 
to furnish supplies to Cuba. 

Coanaador GUBYARA makes only little reference to 
exchanges with other countries, however, he does indicate 
that Cuba is willing to negotiate with other partners in the 
form of compensation and with the condition that these make 
the necessary effort to take into account the difficulties 
of the country. 

Be cites the example of Canada from which he hopes 
to receive essential supplies, especially spare parts for 
American nachines?, in return for sugar. 

As far as the general econoinr of the country is 
concerned, the speaker goes far into the field of trans- 
formation. Repeating the ideas of the Minister Premier, he

outlines his industrial plan on diversification of agriculture, 
utilisation of sugar cane as raw aatorial for industry* power 
aad ehoaistryi the exploitation of uineral surveys sad develop* 
sent of fisheries* 

Be announces that, with the cooperation of socialist 
countries, ho is going to give an iaaediate impetus to the 
transformation of industry by assuring, aside froa local 
raw Materials, also imported products for supplying the 
country* The shops aad factories whoso construction ho fore* 
sees is the very soar future are diversified aad show the 
intention for geographic eoatralisatioa. 

The discourse accords too important a place to China 
for us not to fool the attraction this country which ho wants 
to take as an examplo holds for Conmaader GUBTARA* 

Actually, Chian doss have in common with Cuba that 
the revolution thorn originated with the rural population* 

It is also the country Which, in his opinion, has succeeded in 
developing the political education in a very short tiao aad, 
finally, GUEVARA counts on the Mobilisation of women to content 
individualism aad iasrtia* 

la the Chinese formula, GUBTARA finds both 
demonstration aad example for deeuneatmry regrouping aad putting 
into place all accessories for iapesiag, oa this country, 
oarollnoat from the earliest age* 

It appears useless to dwell oa certain points ia the 
diseourss where Conmaader GUBTAKA rocogaiaos Cuba's external 
debt aad dwells oa the power of the pete as well as sa the 
sxistsacs aad aaiataaaaee of reserves* 

These statsasats do not merit much attention uador 
the circumstance whoa a country is in tbs stats of thorough 
transformation betokening rapid evolution.

The source I 
advised that he had been furnished first-hand information, 
without documentation , from an individual he described as 
reliable and whose name he would not disclose, that the Castro 
government had furnished several m illion dollars to a committee

the source, the Committee has a stock pile of local currency, 
and the source stated that Chile is the focal point of Cuba's' 
propaganda activities in South America.

In Its 
issue of January 12, 1961, carried an article to the effect 
that FERNANDO LOPEZ ARIAS, Attorney General of Mexico, 
announced during a press conference of January 11, 1961, 
that fourteen clandestine radio units had been located and 
seized in the southern state of Chiapas, near the Guate- 
malan border. He stated' that the CommunisIP would not be 
permitted to make a springboard out of Mexico for its sub- 
versive activities . He also revealed that a surveillance 
was being maintained by Mexican authorities, particularly 
at the International Airport in Mexico City, to control 
the arrival and departure of foreigners to Mexico. He 
stated hundreds of packages of subversive propaganda were 
seized, "La Prensa" reported that it had ascertained 
reliawLv that the propaganda which had been confiscated 
included guerrilla warfare pamphlets written b vi ER I NES TO C,\jbg

questioning regarding these radio stations LOPEZ ARIAS 
informed that they were commercial in nature.

The "Brazil Herald" for January 11, 1961, re- 
flected that on the previous day pollee raided the head- 
quarters of the Communist Party In Montevideo and arrested 
131 persons and that a drive against planned pro-CAST RO 
demonstrations had begun as the Government considered breaking 
relations with Cuba. The article reflects that one man was 
killed and dozens wounded, some seriously, when pollee tried 
to separate leftists from 3,000 anti -CASTRO demonstrators on 
the night of January 10, 19&1* It was reported the leftists 
had tried to break up the anti -CASTRO meeting and fighting spread 
through a 20-block downtown area. It was further reported that 
store fronts were shattered as demonstrators battered police 
with sticks and stones. Tear gas was used by the police and 
some shots were reportedly fired. 

The Bureau will be kept advised of pertinent de- 
velopments In this connection.

COMMENTS REGARDING U. S. ACTION IN CUBA 


The crisis in Cuba has now reached a decisive point 
which demands a clear-cut policy on the part of the United States 
Government. With each passing week the build-up of Castro's 
military forces with Soviet Bloc arms and training support 
continues at an accelerated pace. Each week sees new gains 
for the communists in consolidating their position in Cuba. 

Each week the influence of Castro continues to spread through- 
out the Western Hemisphere. In these circumstances, the need 
for positive action to effect Castro's downfall is clear. Lack 
of a decisive program — or extended delay in taking action — will 
virtually insure a prolonged life for the procommunist Castro 
government and result in the outbreak of similar movements 
in other Latin- American countries. 

In launching an effective and coordinated attack on 
the Castro regime, a number of possible courses of action — military 
economic, political, and psychological — are available. There 
follows a succinct discussion of six key points which must 
be considered in connection with the anti-Castro program: 

1. Military Invasion of Cuba: 


a. Background and Scope of CIA Program 


An aggressive program to oust the Castro regime was 
initiated in March, 1960, by the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) with the approval of President Eisenhower and the National 
Security Council. This program encompasses various activities 
including efforts to (1) achieve uniter among anti -Castro exile

invasion of Cuba employing Cuban exiles recruited 
in the United' States and throughout Latin America, trained 
by U. S. advisors and technicians, and supported covertly by 
ClA funds and equipment. 


When the program was first set up, CIA estimated it 
would be completed no later than November, i960. This dead 
line was subsequently moved back to early 1961. However, with 
a change in administrations, CIA has indicated it now has no 
set plans for proposed invasion pending review of matter by 
the incoming Administration.

b. Current Readiness of Invasion Forces 


There appears to be divided opinion as to whether 
U. S. -sponsored invasion is ready to successfully carry out 
its mission. One leading CIA official has expressed tne 
conviction that the invasion forces are ready to move now with 
one provision, namely that the Administration agree to supply 
overt support for the invasion forces if they should encounter 
serious difficulties. This would involve the use of U. S. 
personnel and equipment to supply the invaders } thereby running 
considerable risk of provoking direct hostilities between this 
country and Cuba. Another CIA official has expressed doubt 
that the invasion would be successful if attempted at this 
date. He indicated that the rapid Cuban military build-up in 
recent weeks would now make an invasion effort doubtful. 

There have been a number of leaks regarding invasion 
plans and the activities of CIA ia connection with such plans, 
including several newspaper articles. However. CIA officials 
have indicated they are not unduly concerned about such leaks 
so long as Castro is not able to document .U. S. involvement. 


c. Possible Action Concerning Forces in Guatemala

It may be suggested, for instance, that these forces 
be brought to the United States. This would be a fatal move. 

It would place this country clearly in the position of backing 
an invasion of Cuba. At the same time, it would create innumer- 
able security and law enforcement problems in maintaining control 
of such a group which has been fired up emotionally and physically 
to expect quick action. 


As an alternative, the invasion forces could be moved 
to some other Latin-American country. Of the countries which 
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are militarily and geographically suitable for use as an invasion 
base against Cuba, only Nicaragua appears secure. In each 
of the other possible countries there are strong and vocal 
pro-Castro and/or anti-lj. &. elements which would bitterly 
resist such a move and which would be likely to provoke inci- 
dents and jeopardize the security of the entire operation, if 
a move were made. Nicaragua, while apparently secure, is also 
far from ideal since by locating in that country we would be 
closely aligning ourselves with an outright dictatorship which 
is dimly regarded by other Latin-American nations. This could 
have lasting adverse repercussions throughout Latin America. 


It thus appears that this issue boils down to a 
question of initiating the invasion attempt against Castro within 
the next six weeks or abandoning the project. 


Of course, the final decision as to whether the pro- 
posed invasion is feasible is a military question, and this 
decision should be made by the military. CIA has been closely 
collaborating with the Defense Department since the inception 
of this program. In considering this matter, the Secretary of State 
should assure himself that the planned invasion is militarily 
sound, and is coordinated with rebel and underground activities 
within Cuba in order to give maximum assurance of success. 

Failure of such an operation would involve a disaster for the 
United States. 


2. Support of Cuban Rebels 

It is urgent that the United States furnish all 
possible assistance to the rebel forces now operating in Cuba. 
Rebel activities have already contributed substantially towards 
the weakening and disruption of Castro regime, and they could 
be of inestimable value in supporting an invasion attempt. In 
addition, if it is necessary to abandon invasion planned, the 
continued success of the rebel operations in Cuba would become 
all important. Finally, it is- .essential that native forces 
J within Cuba participate in an overthrow of Castro as well as 
in government which supplants him, if the anti-Castro movement 
is to command the support of the Cuban people and have the 
respect of other Latm-American countries. 

United States support of the rebels should not consist 
merely of furnishing arms and equipment but should include 
| specific guidance and direction, wnere possible, so that the 
] efforts or various scattered rebel groups will be coordinated 
into an efficient operation. Logical sabotage targets should be 
selected for disruption or destruction, including such key 
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Although information as to the strength of rebel 
forces now operating in Cuba is sketchy, the best estimates 
place the size of rebel troops between 1,300 and 1,500, located 
chiefly in the mountain areas of Central and Eastern Cuba. 

It appears that a principal weakness of the rebel movement 
at this time is its lack of a recognized leader who co 
as a rallying point and as a focus for public opinion* 

3. Isolation of Castro Regime 


( The complete economic isolation of Cuba should be 
effected as soon as possible. The U. S. embargo, put in effect 
during October, 1960, has had a powerful impact and has 
definitely hurt Castro. Among other things, this embargo has 
taxed the already strained shipping lines to Cuba from the 
Soviet Union and satellite countries of Eastern Europe almost 
to the breaking point. Our embargo has also aggravated the 
dissatisfaction on the part of both the Cubans and the Soviet 
Union with trade agreements between them. 


In September, I960, the Soviets protested to Havana 
that they were unable to fill Cuban orders in the auantities 
desired, and that no vessels were available to handle the 
materials which were on hand. Moreover, the Cubans have been 
unable to operate much of the Soviet equipment, ship loads of 
Soviet goods destined for Cuba have spoiled in transit and 
inferior petroleum has clogged Cuban machinery. In addition, 
Castro has devoted an inordinate percentage of the limited 
Cuban trade potential to the procurement of military equipment, 
thereby resulting in serious shortages of even the most basic 
commodities and foodstuffs. 


Notwithstanding the strong effects which have been 
achieved by our embargo, there is evidence that the Cubans 
have attempted to circumvent this boycott, chiefly through the 
transshipment of goods from the United States to Cuba by way of 
an intermediary country. Only the utmost vigilance by 
American authorities will prevent such loopholes. In this 
connection, the strictest enforcement of existing embargo rules 
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is recommended, and it is felt that well-publicized punitive 
action against any violators will serve as a strong deterrent 
to other potential violators. The FBI is furnishing all 
information received relative to possible violations of the 
embargo to the Bureau of Foreign Commerce which is charged 
with enforcement. Embargo is on everything but food and medicine. 

In addition, serious consideration should be given 
to extending our embargo to include foodstuffs. Traditionally, 
Cuba has obtained some 80% of its imports in foodstuffs from 
the United States*, Even today, a majority of Cuban food imports 

I originate in this country. The substantial Cuban imports 
of foodstuffs from the U. S. enables Castro regime to export 
some of its foods, including fruits and vegetables. This 
assists Cuba in replenishing its dwindling and crucial reserve 
. of dollar credits. In view of this, our continued trade with 
I Cuba in agricultural products, in effect, serves to bolster the 
I* Castro economy. 

The economic isolation of Cuba can be supplemented 
by a diplomatic quarantine on the part of other Western Hemisphere 
countries. Six Latin-American Republics (Dominican Republic, 
Haiti, Guatemala, Nicaragua, Paraguay and Peru) preceded the 
United States in suspending or breaking relations with the 
Castro regime. Several other countries are reported to be 
considering such action. If a general diplomatic boycott of 
Castro in the Western Hemisphere can be effected, either through 
independent actions of the individual Latin-American republics 
or through a joint move in the Organization of American States, 
this will represent major step in bringing about the downfall 
of Castro by branding his regime an outlaw. 

4. Support of U. S. Position By Other Lati n-American Countries 

It is essential that action against the Castro regime 
should, wherever possible, be taken in concert with other 
Latin-American nations. The effectiveness of our economic 
. embargo, as well as our diplomatic boycott of the Castro regime, 
depends in large measure on parallel action by other countries 
| in the Western Hemisphere. Moreover, we cannot lose sight of 
the fact that we are being closely watched and will be severely 
. judged by the entire world concerning our actions in Cuba, and 
that, accordingly, our position will be far stronger if we 
are acting in solidarity with other Western Hemisphere nations. 
Present conditions appear most favorable as regards gaining 
such support from our Latin-American neighbors. Virtually, 
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every country in Latin America is at odds with the Castro 
regime to a greater or lesser extent. Moreover, the entire 
Latin-American community is concerned not only regarding 
Soviet and Chinese Communist infiltration in Cuba, but even 
more regarding the aggressive and barely disguised efforts 
of Castro to stir up revolution and dissension elsewhere in 
the Hemisphere. Even former admirers of Castro, such as 
President Betancourt of Venezuela and Governor Munoz Marin 
of Puerto Rico, have now lost patience with the Cuban Revolution. 

In addition, as a result of the President's inaugural 
address, pledging U. S. assistance to Latin America, it would 
seem Latin-American countries would be receptive at this time 
to a cooperative effort against Castro and his procommunist 
regime. There is a strong reluctance on the part of Latin-American 
countries to simply follow the lead of the United States. 

This can be overcome, however, if we can make clear the fact 
I that the ousting of Castro is not simply a matter of benefit 
• to the United States but an issue in which each Latin-American 
republic has a direct stake. In fact, it can be shown that 
| the Castro regime represents a far greater immediate threat to 
] most of the countries in South and Central America than it 
does to the United States. 



Puerto Rico, while not an independent country, provides 
a good example of this theme. From the very outset of his 
rule Castro has sought to stir up trouble in Puerto Rico by 
urging its "liberation" from the United States and by encouraging 
extremist Puerto Rican elements, including the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR). a group dedicated to securing 
complete independence for tne island through violent means including 
terrorism and assassination. Elements of this group, in fact, 
made an attempt on the life of President Truman during 1950. and shot 
up Congress in 1954.

factions. Under these circumstances, it should be clear that 
moderate and responsible Puerto Ricans of all classes and poli- 
tical affiliations have an interest in the collapse of the Castro 
regime. Governor Luis Munoz Marin of Puerto Rico, who commands 
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great influence throughout the entire Western Hemisphere, was 
originally tolerant towards the Castro movement but now 
strongly disapproves of Castro and his methods. It is believed, 
however, that Governor Munoz' opposition to Castro can be 
spelled out in stronger and more vivid terms. In addition, 
the denunciation of Castro by other influential and democratic 
leaders in Latin America, such as President Betancourt of Venezuela 
and President Figueres of Costa Rica, can similarly be capitalized 
on. 


An effective program counteracting Castro's influence 
cannot rely entirely, however, on the cooperation and support 
of other Latin-American governments or individual leaders. 

It must also include a program to attack the principal base 


of Castro's influence and strength, _ 
the masses, with the underprivileged, 
and with student and liberal groups, 
should be undertaken to "depopularize 
Western Hemisphere.

Such a program could possibly be achieved through 
utilizing the numerous key defectors from Castro who could 
bring the true facts about Castro to the masses of Latin America 
in terms that they could understand and respect. In the 
United States there are hundreds of sincere and capable Cuban 
exiles who formerly supported Castro, including labor leaders, 
professional men, civic workers. Supreme Court Judges, 
prominent diplomats, and other influential individuals. Most 
of these persons have offered their services to the United States 
and many nave even begged that they be used in any way possible 
to combat the procommunist Castro dictatorship. A program of 
speaking tours, radio and T.V. appearances, personal contact 
with influential elements in Latin America, etcetera, might 
very well be devised to employ the talents of such persons 
in a coordinated and intensive effort to undercut Castro's 
popularity .in Latin America. 


5. Need for Advance Plai^inp 

Throughout all of our efforts to oust Castro, we must 
not lose sight of the need for careful preparation and advance 
planning to insure that Castro's downfall does not lead either 
to a prolonged period of internal strife and dissension in Cuba 
or a reversion to the outmoded military- style dictatorship such 
as was inflicted on Cuba by the Batista regime. Whatever course 
of action we adopt with respect to Castro, it is virtually 
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certain that the United States will be criticized in Latin America 
and will be blamed for interfering in Caban affairs. Whether 
such criticism persists to the detriment of our position 
both in Latin America and in the world will depend primarily 
on the character of the government which succeeds Castro. 




We should carefully evaluate the various factions 
which are now participating in the anti-Castro movement and 
take whatever steps are possible to assure that the next Cuban 
Government is democratic as well as noncommunist and that it 
cannot be branded as a puppet of the United States. At the 
same time, we should make it clear that this country has no 
intention of trying to turn the clock back in Cuba, economically 
or politically, by opposing long-needed and deserving reforms 
or by demanding unjustified concessions for American business 
interests. We should also make it plain that we fully subscribe 
to the principle of Cuban sovereignty. In this connection, 
consideration might be given to promoting a motto, such as 
"Cuba for Cubans. 1 * to serve as a rallying cry which would express 
tne aspirations of anti-Castro Cubans and with which the 
United States could identify itself. 


We are simply unable to recommend particular Cuban 
exiles who should be included in any new Cuban Government 
because we don't know which of the Cuban exiles are solid. We 
can suggest that the State Department carefully examine background 
of leading Cuban exiles who could possibly figure in the future 
Cuban Government. Background data should be available to State, * 
and there are a number of prominent lawyers, journalists, I Hv

previously reported on November 21, 1960, concerning the 
captioned matter: 



He stated that communism has made a quantity 
penetration of the medical profession in Cuba, bat not 
a quality penetration. He explained that a large number 
of- Caban doctors now openly embrace communism; bat it mast 
be borne in mind that many of them have done so because 
they are opportunists; it is presently the line of least 
resistance; or it is expedient in order to keep their 
jobs and earn a livelihood. He noted that of 3,000 doctors 
in Havana, only 110 marched in the Militia of FIDEL GASIRO 
as late as December, 1960.

He 
stated that it was a great satisfaction for him to 
represent the young generation in the meeting to render 
homage to the Cuban revolution. He stated that the 
heroes and martyrs of the Cuban revolution represent an 
advance in Latin America. He referred to the recent 
assassination of PATRICE LUMUMBA. He made reference to 
the youth of Japan, Turkey and Korea and stated that 
those present still recalled JULIO ANTONIO MELLA, tuban 
Communist leader who was killed several years ago in » 
Mexico City. He stated that imperialism was not disposed 
to grant any favors or to permit the Latin American 
nations to determine their own destinies. He state* / 
that it is recalled that a United States official J 
recently advocated the application of the Monroe 
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Doctrine. This latter statement brought on whistles 
from those present. He stated that the youth protested 
the Monroe Doctrine and will fight for the liberation of 
Latin America. He stated that the imperialists classify 
as a conspiracy any activity that is against the interests 
of the imperialists. He stated that a conspiracy does 
exist but it is the same that has existed throughout 
history in that the imperialists prohibit the under- 
developed countries to bring about their own emancipation. 
He said that the youth of Mexico and of Latin America 
will not renounce their rights even at the cost of their 
lives and he said that it is true that from the Rio Bravo 
(Rio Grande) one hears the phrase "Cuba yes". Those In 
attendan ce replied with the statement "Yankees no". 
§BHB| said that the youth of Mexico will fight shoulder 
to shoulder ‘with the Cuban people in the defense of the

BHHHHHHUiHi was the next speaker. He 
stated that the movement for the liberation of Latin 
America has the support of such individuals as FIDEL 
CASTRO RUZ and LAZARO CARDENAS. He referred to JOSE 
MARTI, alleged Cuban liberator, and BENITO JTJAREZ. He 
stated that because of such Individuals, the grand- x/ 
daughter of BENITO JUAREZ was present at the meeting, 


(BHHHHHBHfUHHIHi was the next speaker. 
He referred to the similarity of problems existing 
between Cuba and Mexico and stated that it was for this 
reason that the people of Mexico support the Cuban 
revolution. He stated that Texas and Guantanamo were 
recalled. He stated that the imperialism of North 
America is a common enemy of LAZARO CARDENAS and FIDEL 
CASTRO RUZ. MB stated that the Cuban revolution 
is a marvelous thing in that it is not only a fight for ' 
the freedom of Cuba but for the independence of 20 
countries.

He stated that to defend 
Cuba is to defend Latin America. He referred to the 
agrarian reform movement of Cuba and stated that this 
was one of the most important results of the Cuban revolu- 
tion. He referred to the lard that had been distributed 
to the Cuban farm workers. He also made mention of the 
fact that the Cuban government had taken over United 
States conpanies that had in the past been exploiting 
the Cuban people. 

was the next speaker. He 
stated that when Batista abandoned Cuba on December 31* 
1958 a new phase for Latin America was initiated since 
the Cuban revolution demonstrated that it is possible to 
fight against imperialism and win the battle. He stated 
that with the triumph of the Cuban revolution imperialism 
not only lost territory but lost influence in Latin 
America. He stated that the Cuban revolution has elevated 
the standards of living of the workers and it is the 
people who work the land and who are now owners of it. 

He stated that the Cuban revolution is similar to the 
Bolshevik October revolution and the revolution of 
Communist China and it is the revolution of Latin America. 
He stated that the Cuban revolution was the revolution 
of those present because it is against yankee imperialism 
and because the farmers of Latin America will receive 
new agrarian reforms, the laboring classes will earn 
better salaries, the intellectuals will have access to 
new cultural fields and the Mexicans will see that 
democracy is not a jdke and that ther^^^ no crime of 
social dissolution. According to MB the Cuban 
revolution is an expression of the triumph of socialism t 
as was pointed out during the Congress of the Communist 
Parties of the world which was held in the Soviet Union 
during November. He stated that the existence of the . .V- 
Cuhan revolution must fortify the existence of socialism 
and of the Soviet Union. He stated that if the United ,/ 
States opposes the Cuban revolution, the Soviet missile^®^ 
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will take care of them. He referred to the sugar and 
petroleum problems of Cuba and stated that Cuba had 
successfully handled these matters and that any country 
that fights against imperialism will receive assistance 
from the socialist camp. 


He stated that the Mexican government should 
support the Cuban revolution not only with wads but by 
deeds. He stated it was time that action is taken to 
support the Cuban people in their fight against imperial- 
ism and against the officials of the Mexican government 
that have opposed any defense of the Cuban revolution. 

He stated that Mexicans will fight with the Cuban militia 
in defense of their revolution.

He stated that before the triumph of the Cuban revolution 
it was stated that in the event any Latin American 
country fought for its liberty against the will of the 
United States, it was sufficient merely to cut the Latin 
American country off from the United States market in 
order to terminate the revolutionary movement. He said 
that the success of the Cuban revolution has demonstrated 
that the Latin American countries can li ve and fig ht 
without intervention from other forces. VIHH^HIpo^ted 
out that the United States felt that they could overcome 
the Cuban revolutionary government merely by discontinuing 
purchases of sugar but now the United States has found 
that it is that country that is suffer^ig because of 
the lack of sugar. According to VHHHBfe Cuba will 
produce 7 million tons of sugar next year, four million 
tons of which will be sold to the Soviet Union and 
three million tons will be sold on the international 
market. He said that the Latin American peoples, in 
order to obtain their liberty, need only to.arrive at » 
a decision to fight against imperialism.

^oa 2/14/61, an Individual giving Ms name as 
1AR0LB JikY/lP&SD telephoned this office and identified 
himself as a columnist for The Houston Chronicle . W00B 
stated he writes a weekly column for this newspaper which 
hears the caption "That Ain 1 t The Way I Heard It". WOOD 
talked in a very excited and torus k manner and was not > 
inclined t© furnish his residence address or telephone - • tP*'— 

number. WOOD stated that he had Just been released from 
the TA Hospital, that he mas highly nervous, and that heB. approx ./ % 
would have to return to the hospital in a short time. WGGB 
did not specifically state he was being treated in the 
psychiatric ward of the VA Hospital but from his demeanor 
during the interview this possibility strongly suggested 
itself. 

WGGD stated that he was "associated" with a 
group of men in Houston who were planning to form an organiza- 
tion in order t© assist the Anti -CASTE© element in overthrow- 
ing the CASTE© Regime in Cuba. He desired t© know whether 
activities of this nature would violate any laws which the 
FBI had Jurisdiction over. 

The interviewing agent explained that it would be j* 
necessary to know specifically what activities were involved * 
before any intelligent answer could be given, but W0©B was 
informed in very general terms of the provisions of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act and violations falling under neutrality 
matters. Before this brief explanation could be furnished WO0B'' 
tated very forcibly and in a very discourteous manner it was 
'obvious that the Agent did not know what he was talking about 
and that he knew from reading thp newspapers that Anti -CASTRO

activities were going on in Miami, Florida. WOOD was then 
advised that if he or his group contemplated engaging in 
any activities which might possibly violate Federal Criminal 
Statutes they would be well advised to consult an attorney 
and that the FBI would not furnish legal advise or guidance 
to anyone concerning such matters. WOOD then became highly 
agitated and stated he did not like the "superior attitude" 
exhibited by the Agent and furthermore, that he had already 
discussed this matter with lawyers but they were "too dumb" 
to understand the matter. 

WOOD then stated representatives of this alleged 
Houston group had already written to certain people in Florida 
in an effort to find out what was being done there and what 
could be done legally. WOOD demanded to be informed whether 
the FBI in Florida was investigating the activities of Anti- 
C ASTRO groups in that state. WOOD was informed that no 
information concerning any investigation which might be under 
way by the FBI could be made available to him and he should 
not assume by this remark that the FBI was or was not conduct- 
ing such investigations. 

At this point WOOD apologized profusely for his 
previous remarks and stated if he had said anything offensive 
he was sorry but it should be realized he is 72 years of age 
and is in a highly nervous state. WOOD rambled at consider- 
able length about his previous service with the Federal Govern 
ment, stating that many years ago he had been employed as an 
investigator for the Department of Justice in Washington and 
had later served in an investigative capacity in other Federal 
agencies in Washington. WOOD also spoke at some length about 
having been discharged with prejudice from one of his Federal 
jobs and alleged that he had been victim of some type of 
conspiracy. 


WOOD further stated that while he is not a staff 
member at The Houston Chronicle, if any big story should , 
develop concerning anti -CASTRO activities in the Houston 
area he would like to be able to break such a story inasmuch 
as none of the "dumb reporters" at the "Chronicle" had enough 
sense to handle such a matter.

WOOD then asked for the identity of the agent in 
charge of the Houston Office and he was furnished the name of 
SAC HAWKINS. WOOD stated his last contact with FBI involved 
a check forgery case which he reported to the agent in charge 
of the Little Rock Office of the FBI and he felt that he would 
prefer to deal directly with the agent in charge of the Houston 
FBI Office .
